2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art made of record include the combination of a toothbrush 
comprising a push handle connected to a push stem, the push stem having an 
elongated push groove, a base surrounded with a base edge, a brush seat having a hair 
seat having hairs that is attached at both ends and at the middle having a circular seat 
recess with a central brush hole, and a rotary brush part that is joined to the push stem, 
wherein the handle has a side recess and the rotary brush head has a fitting hole, and a 
rotary rod wherein the rod has a crank arm (422) that passes through the recess (122; 
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see Figure 3) and can be received in the base hole, wherein the rotary rod also has 
another portion that is received in the rotary brush head. 

USPN 5,120,225 (Amit), USPN 5,186,627 (Amitet al.), and USPN 5,836,060 
(Hazeu et al.) disclose similar toothbrushes, however do not include a rotary rod that 
has a crank arm that passes through a recess and be received in the base hole so that 
the rotary brush head can be rotated during the push stem moving forward and 
backward, and wherein the rotary rod further has another portion which is received in 
the rotary brush head.
